FLIGHT TO EUROPE 
IN BALLOON OFF 


Trill Cosiness Violmao Air­ 
ship Is Too Small. 


IT CANNOT CARRY WEI6HT 


Prelim inary Flight Showed It W as All 


Motors Could Do to Offset Five-Mile 
Wind—Will Build Larger One Next 
Yoar. 


A tlantic City, N. J., Nov. 6.—Melvin 
Van I man will not attem pt to fly across 
tho Atlantic ocean in a dirigible bal­ 
loon this yoar. 
No public announcem ent th at the 
flight la called off has been made as 
yet, but It is a fact, nevertheless. 
A fter on# or two flights over A tlan­ 
tic City with Vanim sn’s spectacular 
dirigible, the crew will bo discharged. 
It was found necessary in the trial 
flight on Saturday to part with the 
lifeboat, the dynamo for wireless, the 
third pair of propellers and the engine 
for those propeNers to get sufficient 
buoyancy. Even one m em ber of the 
crow was made to get off when the 
sta rt waa mads. 
Balloen Cannet Carry W eight. 


To m ake a successful transatlantic 
flight ft la necessary to carry gaso­ 
line enough for the engines, food and 
•toros for the crew, and there must 
bo stooping quarters sufficiently snug 
to hoop the men from suffering with 
cold. 
It Is realized now that the airship 
aa It is constructed will not carry the 
additional weight which would De re­ 
quired. W hat is more, the flve-knot 
wind that was blowing Saturday wa'* 
about all that 
the four 
propellers 
could 
offset, 
and this is a 
mere 
zephyr. 
Light as was the wind, It 
•w ept the big balloon along In spite 
of Its propulsion machinery. 
The fact of the abandonm ent of the 
transatlantic dash leaked out from in 
Binate friends to whom Vaniman con 
tided the secret, and may be denied, 
although true. 
All the plans for the airship flight 
wear based on sufficient buoyancy to 
provide for tho use of water ballast 
in addition to ail other weight. This 
la necessary In order to compenaate 
for the change in tension of the gas 
under the effects of heat and cold. 
In cold, the gas contracts and the 
airship lowers; in boat, the gas ex­ 
pands and the airship rises. This was 
to be com pensated for by the use of 
a large weight of water, which could 
bo dlocahred and takon on board as 
needed. 
But it la a serious question whether 
the dirigible, as now constructed, will 
carry the crew, gasoline, stores and 
machinery, with the lifeboat, allowing 
no margin at ail for the w ater bal 
last. 
What Is needed is a gas hag th a t Is 
twice the size of the present one 
Either that or half ss much weight. 
Not a Case of Cold F oot 
Conditions Saturday can be some­ 
what Improved. It Is known, by getting 
a better quality of hydrogen. 
Then, 
too, there was some sir in the gas 
bag in inner balloons or bslloonettes. 
Rut what c en be gained in correc ting 
this 
will 
not 
add 
anywhere 
near 
enough 
lifting 
power to make the 
transatlantic flight feasible. 
It la not a case of cold feet with 
Vaniman. He is plucky and rfardy to 
venture, even to the extent of starting 
out over the ocean 
Hut while the transatlantic flight la 
abandoned and no real effort will be 
made to fly acrose this yoar, Vaniman 
Is still confident that next year be 
can build a dirigible that will accom­ 
plish the ocean crossing.

MINERS NEED HIGHER 0. K. 


Demands 
Formulated 
at 
Pottsville 
Must Pass Big Convsntion. 
Pottsville, Pa., Nov. 6«—No date for 
a conference between the anthracite 
operators and the nindrg to consider 
toe demands made by the district con­ 
vention will be arranged until the 
meeting of the miners* International 
convention at Indianapolis in January 
next. 
The demands of the anthracite min 
era must receive the approval Of the 
Indianapolis 
convention before they 
can be considered to have official in 
dorsement. 
The demands of the min­ 
ers would constitute a complete re 
vision of the wage scale in this region, 
if granted. 
„ , 
President White gave out a state­ 
ment, In which he said: “Among all 
classes of workingmen the minera are 
entitled to a shorter working day. The 
very nature of their .employment, sur­ 
rounded as they are by danger and 
darkness, is of Itself suffic ient reason 
why their hours of labor should be re­ 
duced. Aside from this, however, the 
Invention of machinery and the ability 
to produce has grown far in excess of 
market requirements. This meaus that 
a shorter workday is necessary, in or­ 
der to employ reasonably the thou­ 
sands of men engaged in mining. 
“The wisdom of recognizing the or­ 
ganization is so obvious that no sound 
reason can be advanced In opposition 
thereto. This is an age of organization, 
of eo-operatlon 
and industrial 
pro­ 
gress.
